McCormick’s immediate staff, and will 
therefore be in a position to know ai!

The organs of the money power fay 

that resumption is a mere matter cf 
equalizing the value of gold and green- 
backs. This is very plausible at first 
view, but a mcment’s reflection will 
show bow absurd itis. To sustain such 

a position, it is necess" ry to use one of 
the most extreme arguments of the 
greenback men. For instance, the re- 

sumptionist is told that gold cannot be 
made equal to greenbacks unless they 
are made convertible, and they cannot 
be made cohvertible until greenbacks 
can be redeemed in gold coin. His re 

ply is that itis not necessary to have 
enough coin to redeem all the paper ; 
it is only necessary for the people to be 
made to believe that the paper is con- 
vertible. This is precisely the argu- 
ment of the greeubackers. They claim 
that to make the greenback a tender for 
all dues to the government and ail 
debts would give it the value of pold 
and would make it the representative 
of the federal credit. Of the two pro- 
cesses of reaching resumption that of 
the greenback meu is infinitely pre- 
ferable. It is simple, swift and sure. 
It involves vo contrection—no depre, 
ciation of vaiues—no stagnation of 
business—ne ruin-—no disaster. It 
does not rob the people of the 
money represented by the difference 
between the speculative price of goid 
and the value of greenbacks. It works 
injustice to no class, to no business and 
to no interest. Forced resumption, on 
the other hand, is class legislation of 
the cruelest kind. It robs the debtor 
and rewards the creditor. It is an in- 
vention of the holders of inactive cx 

tal to appreciate the value of the!r 
property. It is an effort tomake money 


cess upon contraction, and contraction 
means the destruction of the currency 
of the people. It is a deliberate at- 
tempt to ruin the laboring and business 
classes that a few specuiators in gold 
may be enriched, It means wretched« 
ness, and misery, and starvation.

BEN WAVE. 


Our dispatches this morning *vr- 

nounce the death of the Hon. Ben 
Wade, which occurred yesterday at 
Jefferson, Ohio. The event was not a!- 
together unexpected, as the ex-senator 
had been for several weeks lingering 
upon the verge of dissolution. Benja- 
min Franklin Wade was born in 
Springtield, Massachusetts, on the 
27th of October, 1300. His early 
years were spent alternately” in 
farming and teaching schooi, until 1825, 
when he began the study ot law in 
Ohio. He was admitted to the bar in 
Ashtabula county in 1828, and in 1835 
was elected prosecuting attorney ofthat 
county. In 1837, he was elected to ihe 
state senate, and was re-elected for two 
terms. In 1847 he was chosen presi- 
dent judge of the third judicial cireuit 
of ihe state, and in 1851 he was elected 
United States senater, and re-elect 
ed in 1857 and 1862. During his who'e 
political career Mr. Wade was a steady 
and courageous opponent of slavery 
and of all measures favoring slaver:. 
With onlv five other senators to sup-~ 
port him in 1852, he voted to repeal! 
the fugitive slave law; and he also 
spoke and voted against the bill to 2b. 
rogate the Missouri compromise,agairat 
the Lecumpton constitution for Kansas 
in 1858, against appropriating thirty 
millions of dollars for the 
acgnieition of Cubi, aud = against 
a'! propositions of conipromise betweeu 
the north and south made afier Mr. 
Lincoln’s election in 1860. He was the 
earnest and persistent advocate of the 
homestead bill for years, and it was in 
‘his chaige when it finally passed the 
senate in 1862 After the breaking out 
of the war between the states, Mr. 
Wade was made chsirman of the com- 
mittee on the conduct of the war, aud 
it was mainly owing to his persistency 
snd energy that such vigorous meas 
ures were adopted by the _ fed- 
eral congress. He urged the enacte 
ment of a law to _ confis- 
cate the property of leading southern 
men and emancipate their slaves, Af- 
ter the death of President Lincoln, Mz. 
Wade became president pro tempore of 
tue senate and acting vice-president of 
the United States. In March, 1867, he 
was elected president of the senate. 
Mr. Wade was an implacable enemy 
of the south, and bis death will not 
prompt many eulogies in this section ; 
but it may be said of him 
that he was an _  =>honest man, 
and this constitutes a tribute that can 
be paid to but few of his cotempora- 
ries who held to his political doctrines. 
He went out of office poor.

Asilver dollar does 
not yet standon a footing with a gold 
dollar, the national banks enjoy a 
monopoly that belongs to the people, 
and the resumption act is on the 
statute books. The repeal act must be 
pushed through if any substantial re- 
iief is to come to the country; for the 
resumption act isa standing menace 
to credit and public confidence. Tue 
contortioas of John Sherman to bring 
about a forced resumption must be 
stopped, It is claimed by the gold bugs 
that “as the treasury is to buy bullion 
and coin it into dollars the secretary 
need not pay out silver, the revenue 
being sufficient to meet the expendi~ 
tures. indeed, he could only issue 
silver by retainingin the treasury 4n 
equal amount of greenbacks, and the 
belief in well informed quarters is that 
he means to put out silver as rapidly 
and in #8 great amounts as it can be 
coined. He has now about ninety mul- 
lions of gold. If hecan, with the help 
of silver dollars, get in forty or fifty 
millions of greenbacks he will be in 
a very fair condition, itis thought by 
some pecple, for resumption when the 
day comes, with the coinage of silver 
dollars going on all the time to help 
him.”

We are atill inclined to think that 

there will not be a general European 

war and that the current week will give 
to the situation a more peaceful aspect. 
And yet Austria has asked for a war 
credit, and is assembling her already 
mobilized army corps. England 
is apparently full of fight. 
Opposition to @ war policy has 
greatly broken down, and it is now be’ 
lieved that her people are practically 
solid ip favor of war if Russia does not 
moderate her demands. Military and 
naval preaprations are being pushed to 
the utmost. Even the commanders of 
any expeditionary force that may be 
gent out in case of war have been selec 

ted. Lord Napier of Megdala is to be 
commandersin-cheif, with Major Gen-~ 
eral Sir Garnet Wolseley of Ashantee as 
chief of staff—England’s two greatest 
soldiers. Lord Napier is near!y seventy 
years of age, but there is no abatement 
in his phvsical vigor, He is a great rider, 
having first won reputation as the 
leader of light cavalry in the East In- 
dia campaign of 1857. It was while in 
command of the expedition to rescue 
ibe Abyssinian captives that he fol« 
lowed up his victory over King Theo- 
dore by the storming of Magdala in 
Apnil, 1868, and for which se: vices he 
was raised to the peerage by the titie 
of Baron Napier of Magdala, In Jan- 
uary, 1870, he was appointed to succeed 
Sir William Manefield as commander~ 
in-chief of the forces in India. After 
serving in the east a few years, he wae 
appointed tothe governorship of the 
fortress of Gibraltar. In spite of his 
ave, he is generally regarded in Eng- 
land as the best commander for a hard 
campaign. He has seen much hard 
tighiing on a limited scale, and has al- 
ways improved every opportunity to 
the utmost. 

Sir Garnet Wolseley isan Irishinan 
of about 45 years of age. His first ser- 
vice was in ihe Bu:mese war. He was 
severely wounded in the Crimea. He 
was next engaged in active campaign~ 
ing in lodia, where he took part in the 
seige and capture of Lucknow. He 
was in command of the Ked river 
expedition in Canada, and was 
commander-in- chief of the Wold 
coast expedition against the Ashantees 
in 1873. He was appointed to the 
command of the auxiliary forces in 
1874, and administered the govern- 
ment of the colony of Natal, in South 
Africa, and advised upon the best 
form of defensive organization. 

His recent article in the Nineteenth 
Century, entitled “England as a Mili- 
tary Power,” has attracted no little at- 
(tention. Atthe conclusion of this ar- 
ticle he says:

But this course las 
plunged him into a great deal of trou- 
ble. It has turned loose upon him the 
senseless venom of the postal card 
fiend and subjected him to the actacks 
of anonymous letter-writers.

This theatrical parade of England’s 
Sstreugth may be, with her exten- 
sive preparations tor war, but bluster. 
We are induced to tbink, however, 
that England will fight if Russia per- 
sists in the attempt to make the Egy pt- 
lan tribute a part of her indemnity, or 
takes in the same way any considerable 
part of the Turkish iron-clad fleet, or 
tries to shut the Dardanelles against 
all war vessels except her own. We 
have no faith in Austria’s fighting pro- 
pensities. She is controlled by Ger- 
many, but England will fight unless 
ILussia makes the concessions we have 
named. And we think she will make 
them, Tne Ezyptian tribute to Turkey 
is now directly paid into the bank of 
Kogland for the benefit of the English 
holders of Turkish and Egyptian bonds. 
Rassia will not be permitted to seize 
this. But all three questions can be 
peacefully teitled, and we believe they 
will be. 

Lhe map that we publish this morn- 
ing shovld be preserved for future 
reference. In case of war between 
Russia and England it will doubtless 
show the entire theatre of action. If 
the conference settles these questions, 
it will be useful during its weeks of de- 
liberation. Either way it will be a 
compaci and correct interpreter of the 
difficult questions that will arise out of 
the efforts to settle a question that has 
disturbed Europe from time out of 
mind,
